LONDON,  Anguft  ip. 
The  intelligence  which  we  hare  this 
iday  io  relate,  is  of  fo  awful  and  tre- 
wenduona  a  nature,  that  we  cannot, 
without  conliderable  agitation  and 
pain,  difcharge  our  duty  in  commu- 
nicating it  to  the  public.  It  will  ex- 
cite wonder,  even  in  this  maraculous 
campaign,  and  may  perhaps  prod  uce 
/bine  neglect  ar.d  alarm  in  «  nation 
thai  feems  fViniliari/.ed  wi  h  defeat, 
and  reconciled  to  difgeace.  In  the 
eourfe  of  ohe  day,  we  have  learnt  the 
tidings  of  the  rout  and  dilperfions  of 
mighty  armies,  of  the  abject  humilia- 
I  tion  and  impending  ruin  of  the  great- 
er!: powers;  in  one  word,  of  events 
which  feem  to  us  to  be  little  lefs  than 
a  prelude  to  the  total  deltruciion  of 
the  eftahiiQfed  fyftem  of  Europe. 

It  was  natural  and  reafonable  that 
the  Imperial  cout  t  fhould  confidcr  Ita- 
ly as  the  quarter  in  Which  alone  the 
French  could  be  vulnerable.  An  ar- 
jny  fcartered  c  ver  an  extenfive  country 
and  occupied  in  conltraining  a  reftlcfs 
*nd  mutinous  people,  fceined  likely 
to  prefent  mnny  favorable  points  of 
attack.  Towards  Italy,  therefore,  the 
effoitsof  Auftri?  appear  to  have  been 
directed.  It  was  even  thought  poli- 
tic to  weaken  the  army  of  the  arch- 
duke, for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing 
Wurmfer,  and  a  large  body  Of  men 
•were  detached  for  that  object.  By 
'thefe  extraordinary  exeii.ons,  genereJ 
"Wurmfer  found  himfdf  at  tlie  head  of 
a  gallant  and  well  difciplinrd  army  of 
fixty  thoufand  men  :  and  that  excel- 
lent officer  feems  to  have  thought  him- 
felf  in  a  condition  to  raife  the  liege  of 
14amua,  and  to  effect  the  recove  y  of 
•of  Lombardy.  His  firft  fuccefles  cor- 
refponded  with  the  hope  that  had  been 
formed  from  fo  formidable  a  force. — 
fOn  the  29th  ult  hv  drove  the  French 
from  the  poll  of  Salo,  lituated  on  the 
Weft  bank  of  the  Lago  di  Garda,  and 
Jbortly  after  expelled  them  from  Bref- 
eia,  the  capital  of  the  Brefciano. 

Thefe  fuccefies  however,  proved  as 
lhort-lived  as  they  were  trivial.  The 
army  of  Buonaparte  had  been  rein- 
forced by  twenty  five  thoufand  men 
from  La  Vendee  ;  that  unfortunately 
celebrated  country;  thiough  which 
the  combined  powers  fo  long  hoped  to 
give  a  mortal  wound  to  the  French  re- 
public, but  which  has  in  fart  proved 
the  grave  of  the  royalifts,  and  the  belt 
©urfery  of  republican  fol.liers.  He 
withdrew  his  troops  from  Verona,  and 
Concentrating  his  whole  force,  he 
inarched  without  delay  sgainft  Wurm- 
fer. The  dates  and  particulars  of  the 
aftonifhing  evet'ta  which  followed ,  ai  e 
fo  imperfect,  that  we  can  ottly  give  a 
very  general  fketch  of  them.  It  ap- 
pears, however,  that  Buonaparte  at- 
tarked  the  Auftriaita  at  Lonado  and 
Salo  ;  and  at  the  fir  ft  of  thefe  places 
made  fix  hundred  prlfoners,  and  kill- 
ed twt)  thoufand  men.  On  the  3d  in- 
It  ant  he  again  attacked  them  in  the 
whole  extent  of  their  line;  ?.t  Lona- 
d<>*  Caftiglionne  arid  Montechiaro, 
with  fnch  fuceeft,  as  to  have  killed  & 
wounded  two  thoufand,  taken  thirty 
field  piece):,  and  made  fix  thoufand  pri- 
foners,  among  whom  were  two  gene- 
ral officers. 

What  the  particulars  of  the  events 
which  fncceeded  this  great  victory 
were,  we  have  riot  yet  learnt;  but 
fnch  has  been  their  aftonifhing  and 
awful  refulr,  thatift  five  days  (proba- 
bly from  the  fir  ft  to  the  fixth  inftant) 
twelve  thoufand  Auftrians  have  been 
made  prifoncrs,  6  thoufand  have  beeri 
billed,  feventy  pieces  of  cannon  tak- 
en, and  their  whole  army  ccmpleatly 
routed  and.  difperfed.  In  this  fhort 
period  has  been  annihilated  a  nume- 
rous, brave  and  difciplined  army,  com- 
manded by  one  of  the  moft  celebrated 
generals  of  the  age  ,  for  the  formati- 
on of  which  fueh  extraordinary  efforts 
and  facrifices  were  made  ;  which  was 
the  fo!e  bulwark  of  Germany  on  the 
Italian  frontier,  and  in  which  were  de- 
poftted  the  laft  faint  hopes  of  the  court 
of  Vienna. 

At  a  calmer  moment  we  might  ex- 
prefs  our  aftonifhmcnt  at  thefe  fi  u- 
pendous  and  almoft  incredible  events,

St.  Marco.  I  had  left  at  c  afjiglibnne, 
general  Vale^ti  v  :tli  1  :.\>o  men  ;  he 
w  as  to  defend  that  important  pell, and 
thereby  keep  tl»e  crivifi on  of  genera! 
Wurmfcr  at  a  dillance  from  me.  But 
on  the  1 5ih  in  the  evening,  general 
Vaictti  abandoned  the  place  with  hull 
his  troops  only,  and  came  to  Monte 
Charo,  to  bi  ing  the  alarm,  faying  that 
the  reff  of  his  di  virion  was  taken  by 
tbo  enemy.  Thefe  brave  troops,  how- 
ever, though  abandoned  by  their  ge- 
neral, made  good  their  retreat  to  i'ont 
St.  Marco,  inltantlv  and  before  his 
divifion.  1  fufpend  from  his  lunt'aons 
this  general,  who  had  already  (hewn 
want  of  courage  at  the  attack  of  Co- 
rona. 

General  Sorct  had  alfo  abandoned 
■Salo.  I  ordered  the  brave  general 
Guieux  to  go  and  retake  this  imuoTt- 
ani  pofition. 

"  On  the  i6rh,  ar  break  of  day,  We 
found  ourfelvrs  in  the  pretence  of  the 
eiicmy,  Gen.  Guieux,  wi'lll  the  l.ft 
whig,  was  to  attack  Aalo  ■  gen.  Malle- 
na,  with  the  centre.  Was  to  attack  La^ 
nado,  ;  and  gen.  A::r/orean,  with  the 
right,  was  to  bear  down  on  taltigli- 
enne.— The  enemy  did  not  wait  our 
approach.  They  "were  the  fi.lt  to  if- 
fack  the  advanced  guard  of  general 
Maffena,  which  Was  at  bona  do.  It 
was  furrounded  ;  general  Pigeori  was 
made  prifoner,  and  the  enemy  had  ta- 
t'aken  from  us  <hree  pieces  ol  flying 

aitillery. 

"1  InOantiy formed  the  55th  and  32d 
demi-bi  igades  into  a  clofe<  olnuui  and 
whild  thof  advanced  to  pafs  through 
the  enemy,  the  latter  opened  their 
files  for  the  pnrpofc  of  fur  rounding 
them.  This  maiiiruvre  of  dicirs  gave 
mean  afi'urance  of  vjctqryi  Maflena 
conrcnted  himfelf  wifh  fendfng  feme 
riflemen  to  retard  the  enemy's  wings 
on  their  march.  1  He  column  arrived 
at  Lonado  and  forced  ih?  enemy's  po- 
ll ion.  I  he  fifteenth  regiment  of  dr.  - 
goons  attacked  ti:e  fJujanS,  and  re- 
took our  pieces  of  artille.y.  1  order- 
ed my  aid-de-camp  Janot,  to  put  bhn- 
tk\f  at  the  h>.  ad  of  his  company  of 
guides,  to  obferve  the  enemy,  to 
get  b;forethem,  U  polhblc,  to  l/cfcn- 
asano,  and  to  oblige  them  by  that  means 
to  ictrtat  towards  ^alo.

and  infantry  did  their  duty,  and  the 
eiicm)'  on  this,  memorable  clay  was 
completely  beaten  on  all  fides.  They 
loft  twenty  pieces  of  cannon,  from 
two  to  three  thoufand  men  killed  or 
Voahded,  and  we  made  four  ihoidand 
prlfoners,  amongd  w  hom  are  three  ge- 
nerals. l\  elolf  the  general  Beyrand. 
This  lofs  \i  much  felt  by  th*  army,  & 
particnlai  ly  by  me.  1  efleen  ccl  moflk 
highly  the  wai  like  and  the  moral  cha. 
rsTcler  of  this  hraye  man.  f'ourallicr, 
chief  ol  the  4th  demi  brigade  r  f  in- 
fan:ry  ;  Bonr^on,  chief  ol  ifcefirftre* 
gimeitt  «rf  hajQars4  and  Mermet,  chief 
of  the  2?d  regiment  of  chafleurs,  were 
alfo  killed,  i  he  fourth  demi  bi  ignde, 
atrhe  head  of  which  adjutant  general 
Vevdiei-it*  made  his  charge,  was  cov- 
ered with  glory. 

"  Genera!  Dammnrtln,  who  com- 
manded the  liglir  artillery,  difplayed 
ufual  courage  and  ability. 

"On  ti-.e  17.I1,  f  Ordered  general 
B  Efpiney  to  penetrate  into  the  1  y- 
i(  1  -,  '.  v  the  ro^vl  or"  (  hiofu.  He 
had  prCvitiofly  to  defeat  five  cr  fix 
tlio-afand  of  the  enemy  who  were  at 
Gavardo.  Adjutant  general  He- bin 
had  >  rent  C^ccfs.  He  ovfitlrew  two 
rd  the  enemy's  battalions,  whom  he 
found  in  his  way,  and  reached  as  fjir 
as  Sr,  Ojeto.  Gen.  d'.Allemagne,  at 
the  head  of  a  brttalic-n  of  thecle\enth 
demi  b- ignde,  marched  to  Cavarde, 
defeated  the  enemy ,  and  made  a  great 
number  of  prifone  s.  Hut  not  being 
p  ;  ■  r.rl  ,.f,  pported  by  ihe  red  of  his 
divtfioft,  he  w  as  furrounded,  and  could 
nor  fcffefl  his  retreat  but  by  cutting 
his  way  tliroijglr  the  enemy.. 

"  I  fen.  gen.  St  Hilai.  e  ro  SaJo  to 
0^1  in  concert  with  gen.  Guieux,  to  at- 
tack the  enemy's  divifion  ar  G.v  ardo, 
and  to  free  rhe  road  into  tiie  Tyrol- 
>  fe.  A  f  ic  r  a  h\  i fie  action  w  e  defeated 
the  enemy  and  made  eighteen  bun- 
dled prisoners. 

"  On  the  w  hole  of  the  17th,  W-irm- 
fer  was  employed  in  collecting  there- 
mains  ofhis  army,  in  bringing  up  his 
refeive,  and  drawing  what  reinforce- 
ments he  could  from  Mantua.  Heihen 
drew  op  iAorderof  battle  on  t  he  plain 
between  the  village  of  Scannel,  which 
fupporrcd  bis  1  iglu,  and  Chiefo,  w  hich 
covered  his  left  wing. 

"  The  fate  of  Italy  was  not  yet  de- 
cided. The  enemy  collected  an  army 
of  fifteen  thoufand  men,  a  numerous 
cavalt  v,  and  feemcd  to  lej^ve  the  re- 
f  dt  in  doubtful  fcales.  On  niy  fivle, 
oiders  Were  given  to  concentrate  all 
the  divifions  of  rhe  army. 

"  1  haflenedtO  Lcnado  to  afcc*ra:n 
the  number  of  troops  that  could  Le  rie- 
tached  from  it,  but  how  great  was  mv 
furprife  on  arriving  a.  tliat  place,  to 
receive  a  deputation  v.ho  had  come 
to  fummon  the  govetnotto  fun  ender, 
beeanfe,  faid  the  Office^  it  is  com- 
pletely ihvefted,  and  cannot  be  re- 
lieved. 

"  Prooi  the  pickers  ofcSivatty  I  con- 
cluded that  different  columns  w*e;e  ap- 
proaching our  principal  guard,  and 
thr.t  the  road  from  Brefcia  to  Lonado 
was  already  intercepted  at  thebridae 
Of  St.  Marco.  h 

1  was  rhen  cronvfrtced  rhat  the  com- 
municaticM  could  only  be  intercepted 
by  the  wrecks  of  the  'vaiup.iifhed  cii.i- 
fion,  who,  basing  collected  after  the 
defeat,  were  endeavoring  to  effect  a 
pallage.  The  ConitinCture  was  ex- 
tremely embari  ailing,  At  L  on ado  f 
had  not  above  1200  men  j  I  ordered 
the  meilenger  to  be  brought  to  me,  8c 
made  him  take  rhe  bandage  off  his 
eyes.  I  told  him,  that  if  Ins  general 
bad  the  efrVc-.itery  to  take  rhe  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  army  of  Italy, 
he  had  only  to  advance  ;  that  he 
o  i^bt  to  kn-jw  thar  I  was  at  tomdo, 
a  everyone  knew  that  the  republican 
army  was  at  that  place  ;  that  all  the 
gea^fal  offieCrs  belongfhg  to  tlie  divi- 
fion flionld  be  refponhble  for  the  per- 
fgnai  iaful;  he  had  been  guilty  ef  tow- 


ard* me  :   and  I  8 Hi  red  b!m,  tl.at  if 

his  div;!i<  n  did  nor,  in  ihe  fpace  of  3 
mh?htes(  lay  dew  n  their  a:,n.s,  1  would 
nol  Ihew  mercy  to  one  of  ihem. 

o  |  l)e  mbflengl  r  appealed  conlound- 
ed  at  fading  me  rhtie,  and  in  aii  in- 
llant  the  v.  hole  column  laid  dow  11  iheir 
arms.     It  ccnlilted  of  four  ihonland 

men,  two  pieces  «f  cannon,  and  lome 
casalry.  It  lucd  come  Fiom  t>arvaoOf 
ana  was  endeavoiing  to  fiml  a  pa  dirge 
to  effect  iheir  efcttpe.;  having  railed  in 
•their  attempts  tcf penetrate  by  way  of 
Salo  in  the  morning,  they  vtie  now 
making  a  defperate  elfort  to  efcape  by 
•Lonado. 

"On  the  1 8tfent  flay -break  we  were 
CohttgdOus  to  each  other,  jet  at  (,n  irk 
the  morning  nothing  was  attempt 
1  ordered  the  whole  army  tomai 
rettogirde  movement,  with  a  vie-, 
mnkit'g  the  enemy  approach,  while 
gen.  Serrurier's  divifion,  which  i 
peded  every  moment,  was  marci 
frrm  Mar  feat  ia,  and  then  I  hoped  to 
turn  gen.  W  urmfer's  left  wing. 

"  i  his  movement,  in  fomedi  - 
bid  the  defired  effeft,     Wuroifer  ex 
tended  his  righr  wing  ;o  Wa 
rear.    The  moment  that  we  pe.  ted 
gen.  Serrv.ritr's  divifion,  under  he 
command  of  gen.  r  loreHa,  which  nt- 
tacked  tliel  ft,  1  oldeied  adjuiantge- 
neral  Vovdier  to  attack  a  redoi.be 
which  the  enemy  had  conltrudied  in 
the  middle  of  the  plain  to  ftinport 
their  left.  J 

"  I  ordered  my  nid-de-catnp  Mer- 
mont,  chief  of  battaiian,  to  take  the 
conduct  Of  twenry  pieces  of  light  ar- 
tillery, and  compt  I  the  enemy,  by  theiu 
alonC,  to  tbaftdon  this  important  poft. 
After  a  fm art  and  well  dirafcted  can- 
nonade,  the  left  of  the  enemy  was 
completely  routed. 

"Cene-,al  Angereau  attacked  the 
enemy's  y  mry,  which  was  piefled  on 
the  cable  of  Scaguello.  Mfetl'ena  at- 
tacked 'he  right-  Adjutant  general 
Leclere.  «t  rhe  head  of  the  fifth  demi- 
brigada,  n,  arched  to  the  relief  ef  the; 
fourth  demi-brigade. 

"  All  the  cavalry  under  gen.  Beau- 
mont aetcd  ort  the  right,  in  orde-  ro 
fupport  the  light  artillery  and  infant- 
ry^ We  were  every  whei  e  viCioriouSI 
and  in  all  points  our  fuccefs  exceeded 
cur  molt  fanguine  expectations.  W« 
have  taken  from  rhe  enemy  eighteen 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  120  cm  front  tor 
ammunition)  Their  lols  in  l-^h-daudl 
J>i  doners  is  abonr  rwo  thoufand  men, 
and  the  reft  are  fiying  in  all  directions, 
but  our  rroeps,  hanafled  by  fatigue, 
could  not  pmfae  them  above  thiee 
J-;«gues.  Adjutant  general  Kronlm  is 
killed.  This  gallant  officer  fell  in 
front  of  rhe  enemy. 

"  In  five  flays  another  campaign  is 
terminated  !  VVurmfer  has  loft  in  rhaC 
Jhort  interval  feventy  field  pieces,  all 
hiscaif.ans,  between  twelve  and  fifteen 
thoufand  men,  who  have  been  made 
prifoners,fixthonrand  killed  &  wound- 
ed, and  almoll  all  the  troops  on  their 
march  Horn  the  Rhine. 

"  To  thefe  lodes  may  be  added,  a 
very  confide  r.ble  number  of  men  tiifi* 
perfed  throughout  the  country,  fome) 
of  whom  w  c  pick  qp daily,  in  our  pur* 
fun  oi  the  enemy.  All  "the  fb Idlers* 
Offil  ers  and  gentfj  als,  in  this  arduous 
Jervice,  have  univerfally  difplayed 
feats  of  conduct,  coinage  and  perfev- 
erencc.  1  have  to  fo licit  the  rai  k  of 
geneial  ol  brigade  for  adjutant  gene- 
rals Verdier  and  Vegnolles.  j  o  the 
exertions  of  the  former,  we  are,  in  a 
great  degree,  indebted  for  our  fnccefs 
At  the  battle  of  Caftiglionae,  he  had  a 
horft  fhot  under  him. 

*«  Ihe  latter,  who  is  the  oldtfl  ad- 
jutant general  in  the  army,  combines 
with  th«  molt  fteady  and  determined 
courage,  the  moll  traiifceHdeit  pro* 
feihonal  talents.  I  have  likevvife  to 
req. iell  the  rank  of  chief  of  battalion 
for  i  allet;  that  of  general of.divifiort 
for  d'Alleinagne  ;  general  of  b.ir^de 
and  the  rank  of  (brigade  in  the  artille- 
ry,  for  citizen  Son  gts,  chief  of  batta- 
lion.
